MAROONS. 

Generat WaAtrote, flated, that he had been en- 
trufted with a command againft the Maroons, which he 
difcharged with fidelity, lictle fufpecting that he fhould 
have been made the inftrument of one of the groffett 
violations, for which any country had ever reafon 
to blufh. It was from the reliance the Maroons had 
upon. him, and an.aflurance that the word of the King 
was inviolable, and dared not be infringed, that they 
confented to the treaty. The treaty however had been 
violated, and that gallant people had been made the 
victims of the offended pride and jealoufy of the ifland of 
Jamaica. 'To deny the aflertions that had been made 
in the paper publifhed in Jamaica, to call for proofs to 
fhew that the Margons had acted up to the treaty, 
and that in no inftance they had been guilty of the ex- 
ceffes imputed to them, were the motives for bringing 
this motion before the Houfe. It was not his inten- 
tion now to enquire into the reafons of commencing 
the war with them, but he would affert that the general 
caufes were a juttifiable refiftance to an unprovoked ag- 
greflion. ; 

As a people, they were naturally attached to their 
sights. Refiltance with them was not an act of pru- 
dence, but of neceflity. It was more than probable 
that Jamaica dreaded the effect which the example of a 
free people, exifting in the ifland, might have on their 
flaves.. At the commencement of the Maroon war, 
Jamaica was at the plentitude of her means, and fhe 
evinced what was the ufual concomitant of wealth— 
folly. ‘The Maroons, he contended, had made peace 
with fincerity. ‘The treaty confifted of three articles : 
—1. That they.fhould on their knees beg the King’s 
pardon. 2. That they thould repair to the old town, 
or Montego Bay, and fettle whatever the Government 
dire&ted. And 3. That they fhould furrender the run- 
away flaves. In his opinion there was not the leaft mi- 
litary necefhity that they fhould furrender at difcretion. 

The Hon. General here entered into a detail of the 
circumftances that attended their furréender, and the 
exertions he made to have the treaty fulfilled, from 
which he inferred that it was the determination of the 


condemned: onex poft evidence, without being heard, 
and facrificed to the lock-up myftery of a chaniber ! 
Such was the cafe, and fuch the jultice of the Houfe of 
Affembly of Jamaica. 

He then moved, that the Houfe refolve itfelf into a 
Committee on Friday fe’ennight, to take into confider- 
ation the proceedings held as to the negociation entered 
into between Major General Walpole, and the Maroors 
at Trelawney town, in December 1795. 

Mr Duwpas adverted to the proceeding on this fub- 
ject laft year, when the Hon. General difavowed any 
intention to interfere with the conduct of the Affembly 


| in Jamaica, provided the Maroons were properly at- 


tended to in their banifhment, and as the greateft atten- 
tion had been paid to render their fituation comfortable, 
the object of the prefent motion was incompatible with 
that difavowal, and had a direé&t tendency to interfere 
with the internal Government of Jamaica, He was at 
a lofs to know how the Houfe was to proceed if the 
motion fhauld be adopted. Were they to call the 
Houfe of Affembly to the bar on Friday next, and to 
proceed to an inveltigation of their condu@t? It would 
be an idle and nugatory proceeding. If the object was 
to ameliorate the ‘fituation of the Maroons—In this 
point, of view it’ would be equally ineffectual, becaufe 
the utmoft care had been ufed to preferve their habits, 
their religion, and to furnifh them with every thing that 
could conduce to the comforts of them and their fami- 
lies. He then read. extracts from papers publithed in Ja- 
maica, in vindication of the conduét of the Govern- 
ment at Jamaica; and declared, that it was obvious 
from the date of the treaty and furrender of the Ma- 
roons, that the infraction was on the part of the Ma- 
roons, 

Mr Tierney faid, with refpe@ to the motion, no- 
thing had been {aid in anfwer to the maim point. *'T’o 
him it appeared fit and proper that an enquiry fhould 
be inftituted, that ‘it might be feen where the blame lay. 

Mr Sewer entered into a vindication of the con- 
duct of the Affembly, who’ were actuated by motives of | 
policy, juftices and humanity. 

Mr Baruam oppofed the motion. 

A. divifion took place, when there appearcd in favour 
of the motion—Ayes 5, Noes 34,

HIGH TREASON, 

MAIDSTONE, MAY I. 

The ftate prifdners were yeilerday morning efcorted 
by a party of the Kent volunteers and Sheriff s offi- 
cers from ‘the gaol at Maidftone to the Court-houfe. 
About two o’clock Lord Romney, Mr fultice Buller, 
Mr Jultice Heath, Mr Juftice Laurence, and Mr 
Serjeant Shepherd, took their feats upon the bench, 
and the prifoners were placed at the bar. ‘The indict- 
ment was then read by Mr Knap. ; 

Mr Promer, on the part of O’Connor and Binns, 
infilted the prifoners ought*neither of them to anfwer 
the indi&tment, becaufe the copy required to be deliver- 
ed to them by a&t of Parliament, differed in feveral 
inftances from the original one. He pointed where, in 
the copy, the words “ armed force,’ were ufed, in- 
ftead of * armed men,” and the word * /uid,”’ was 
omitted in the copy. He obferved, that his reafon for 
taking the objection was, becaufe the prifoners were 
really not prepared to enter upon their defence, and 
that if the objection was over-ruled, ‘he fhould apply 
to the Court to grant further time. 

The Arrornty-Gryeran exprefled his furpirze, 
that this was the firft intimation he had received of an 
intention to poftpone the trials; and he begged to be 
fairly oadacheod, that if thefe objections were perfifted 
in, he fhould prepare a frefh indictment, with addition- 
al fa&s and additional witneffes. . 

A converfation enfued between the Attorney-Gene- 
ral, Mr Plomer, and Mr Dallas, which ended in an 
agreement to poftpone the trials, provided the prifon- 
ers waved all objections to form in the copies of the 
indictment. 

The prifoners then pleaded Not Guilty to the indict- 
ment, and the Court was adjourned till Monday, the 
2tft of May, at feven in the morning. ‘The reafon we 
have not etnered more fully into what paffed, is the 
following remark of the Attorney-General : 

After anfwering the arguments of Mr Plomer and Mr 
Dallas, he faid—** There is another obfervation, which 
itis neceflary for me to addrefs to the Court ; it is one 
not fo much concerning myfelf as the intereft of the 
prifoners. I hold in my hand a\ London newipa- 
per, in which it is promifed that an account fhall be gi- 
ven of the proceeding upon thefe trials, to be forward- 
ed by exprefs every two hours.—Now, I apprehend, 
that an account given in fuch a way mutt be fo partial 
and incorreét, and is fo likely to prejudice the public 
mind, and is altogether fo improper in a cafe of fo 
much importance, and might eventually be fo injurious 
to the prifoners, that 1 with it to be fully underftood, 
that in cafe any perfon does fend an account of the 
proceedings of this Court, to be publifhed in any newf- 
paper, he will do # at his peril.

The Hamburgh mail due on Sunday laft, arrived on

From intelligence brought by the mafter of a neutral 
veflel, who left Havre on Thurfday laft, and arrived at 
Cowes, it appears that the preparations at Havre, for the 
invafion of this country, amounts to 120 flat-bottomed 
and gun-boats, each of them carrying from 80 to 100 
men, and two 24 pounders. Of thefe Havre, Hon- 
fleur, and Caen, had each contributed 40. There 
were alfo fome flat-bottomed boats, carrying a field- 
pieceand one 24 pounder. The greater part of them 
were not ready for fervice, excepting the divifion from 
Caen, the fame which Sir Richard Strachan’s {quadron 
had encountered. Before the ma{ter of the neutral 
veffel left Havre, a confiderabl mber of troops 
marched through that town'to ti@Nveltward. Their 
deftination was fuppofed to be Breft, where the grand 
force intended for the expedition was affembled. 

Some accounts are faid to have been received this 
morning from France, which {peak of an interchange 
of couriers between Paris and Madrid, that indicates 
fomething very important on the tapis—whether friend- 
ly or hottile, is not known; freth troops are ordered 
to march to reinforce the French army on the Spanith 
frontier. 

A report prevails of the Spanith fleet having put to 
fea, and that the Britifh fleet, under Lord St Vincent, 
had come up with them.

INT'.ASION OF & NGLANS 

Ta General Dumouriez’s recent publicauen refpc ding 
the invafion of Eotland, we find che following obferva- 
tions on the probable chances of fuccefs which are held 
out to the enemy i— 

“ There are two ways (fays he) of executing the 
defcent upon England. ‘The one confifts in embarking 
a complete army on board of merchant veffels, to be 
convoyed by a numerous, fleet of the line. ‘This arma- 
ment mult {trive to gain by main force the coaft of Eng- 
land, mutt engage the fquadrons that may oppofe its 
paffage, and repel the attack of the troops which may 
make head againft the landing of the French army. It 
will alfo be neceffury for it to protect the eftablifhment 
of that army, until it fhali no longer require mari- 
time afliltance, with refpect to its fettlement or its fub- 
filtence. 

“ This mode isnot phyfically impofible; but the 
fuperiority of the Englith by fea is fo very great, that 
the fuccefs of fuch an attempt militates againft every 
kind of probability. 

“ There is no port in the Channel in which fo vatt 
an armament can be collected; and as the project mutt 
be previoufly known, thé Englilh cruizers will of courfe 
prevent the junction of the various kinds of naval force 
intended to complete it. 

“ The other way of attempting a defcent upon Eng- 
land is partial, and may be executed at different points at 
the fame time, or fucceflively. It does not {tand in need 
of large tranfports, or of {trong fquadrons of ‘men of 
war, tocarry it into execution; and the preparations 
neceflary to be made from Holland as far as Brett, 
would be lefs expenfive atid more eafy. 

** Gun-boats and bomtbveffels, with fome frigates 
and corvettes, conftitute all the naval force fufficient to 
act againft the batteries on the coaft. Chaffe-marees, 
and ddcked-boais, may convey the troops with facility, 
with theic.artillery in ballaft, and provifions for eight 
days. There are more than 1500 of thefe chaffe-ma- 
rees in the French ports of the channel from Breft to 
Dunkirk, and nearly as many from Dunkirk to Eaft 
Friefland. Each of thefe boats, after a paffage of twen- 
ty-four hours, can Jand in England 100 men with 
one field piece, and carry ammunition as ballaft. They 
run on fhore without danger, and the landing may be 
eafily effected. In the courfe of three days, 200 of 
thefe veffels may be collected at any particular point of 
the coaft. ‘The embarkatior of the difmounted artillery, 
of fome horfes with forage, ammunition, dry provilions, 
&e, may take place in three hours; a landing on the 
coalt of England may be effected in as fhort « time, and 
the defcent may be covered by 40 gun-boats, carrying 
two 12 pounders, which would protect the embarkation. 
Such a number of chafle-marees may carry with eafe 
10,000 infantry and 500 cavalry, and this corps may 
form entrenchments fuflicient to defend it againft very 
fuperior forces. ‘This mode of effecting a defcent can 
be multiplied on feveral points of the coatt of England 
with equal fecrecy and difpatch, and even with fuccels. 
“ It may be objected, that fuch an handful of men 
cannot refilt a large army which the Englith would bring 
again{t them ; but it ought to be r@jembered that the 
entrenchments of earth thrown up at Kebl kept a nu- 
merous and victorious Aultrian army in check th two 
months, though commanded by the moft experienced 
engineers,and the fineft artillery. Once involved into 
the flow proceedings of a fiege, the confequgnces cann 
fail to be Tuinous. 

“ Suppofing.the event to be the moft favourable to 
the Engttfh, and that the French thould be repulfed in. 
the Arft attempt ; a fecond will be. tried—for what. is 
the lofs of 10,000 men to France ?””———Dumouriez is 
perfuaded that partial defcents on our coafts are the molt 
practicable, and moft likely to be fuccefsful. 

“* It is the intereft of all the maritime powers of Eu- 
rope, that the projected defcent, upon England fhould 
prove unfuccefsful. ‘The Continental powers are actuat- 
ed by the fame motives. ‘The univerfal bankruptcy 
which muft follow the fuccefs of that meafure,, and the 
{pecie of Europe in the hands of a rapacious and un- 
bridled nation, in poffeflion alfo of every poffible ftrength 
by land and fea, would leave no bounds to her ambition 
which has always increafed in proportion to her fuceefs. 
The fubverfion of every throne, and the annihilation of 
every political, civil, and religious Conftitution,- would 
be the fatal refult, democracy would devour Europe, 
and terminate by devouring itfelf.””
